report  to  the  listener 


Dear  Listener, 

KPFK  and  Pacifica  are  under 
attack  from  the  right  wing  in  Congress. 

Although  we  were  expecting 
some  sort  of  challenge  from  Senator 
Bob  Dole  in  Septemtser,  we  were  sur- 
prised by  action  against  us  in  June  in 
the  House  of  Representatives. 

On  June  30,  the  bill  that  included 
money  for  the  Corporation  for  F*ublic 
Broadcasting  (CPB)  was  reported  out 
of  committee  in  the  House.  The  one  big  grant  that  ICPFK  gets  is  our  "Com- 
munity Service  Grant"  (CSG)  from  CPB.  Any  public  radio  station  that 
meets  certain  basic  criteria  (like  having  5  full  time  staff  and  toeing  on  the  air 
365  days  a  year)  is  entitled  to  one  of  these  grants.  They  are  awarded,  in  part, 
on  a  matching  basis  —  about  nine  cents  for  every  dollar  of  listener  support 
we  raise  locally. 

An  extremely  right-wing  Republican  named  Phil  Crane  introduced  an 
amendment  to  take  away  almost  all  of  CPB's  money  (as  he  does  every  year). 
That  fciiled  miserably.  Then  he  introduced  an  amendment  to  cut  CPB  funds 
by  a  million  dollars.  In  discussion,  he  made  it  clear  that  he  chose  this 
amount  because  it  was  roughly  equivalent  to  the  five  Pacifica  stations'  CSG 
grants.  He  specifically  mentioned  a  "station  in  Los  Angeles"  that  broad- 
casts "hate  programming."  From  a  couple  of  other  things  he  said,  it  was 
clear  he  was  referring  to  KPFK,  though  he  never  named  us. 

The  amendment  only  failed  to  pass  by  a  narrow  margin.  It  may  well  he 
that  a  lot  of  the  reps  didn't  really  know  what  they  were  voting  on.  We're 
trying  to  find  out  more.  Anyway,  it  will  certainly  come  up  again  in  the  Sen- 
ate, in  September,  where  Bob  Dole  will  probably  lead  the  charge. 

Their  rationale  is,  in  my  opinion,  a  sham.  They  are  saying  that  the  sta- 
tion broadcasts  "hate  programming,"  and  when  giving  more  details  they 
cite  "Afrikan  Mental  Liberation  Weekend."  As  most  of  you  know,  we  did 
indeed  have  some  problems  with  some  parts  of  AMLW.  We've  taken  some 
criticism,  both  internal  and  external,  and  have  taken  some  action.  But  char- 
acterizing KPFK  that  way  as  a  result  of  part  of  one  broadcast  is  a  gross  mis- 
characterization.  Pacifica's  mission  is  to  work  for  better  understanding 
among  people.  In  pursuing  this  we  sometimes  present  people  who  say 
things  that  are  hard  to  hear,  people  whose  vehemence  overwhelms  their 
sensitivity  to  other  groups.  When  this  happens,  we  try  to  correct  it.  But  we 
don't  want  to  correct  it  by  becoming  a  bland  station  that  won't  present  any- 
thing controversial.  That's  what  our  attackers  would  like  all  of  public 
broadcasting  to  be  like. 

But  I  don't  think  for  a  minute  that  AMLW  is  the  major  issue  for  most  of 
these  folks.  The  issue  is  that  Pacifica  continues  to  present  independent  voic- 
es, African-American  and  others,  and  that  we  have  the  audacity  to  consider 
the  fwlitical  left  a  legitimate  alternative.  They  are  bothered  more  by  the  fact 
that  we  run  Noam  Chomsky,  gay  and  lesbian  programming  (though  they 
accuse  us  of  being  homophobic),  Helen  Caldicott,  and  even  Jesse  Jackson.

In  attacking  us,  I  believe  they  are  also  trying  to  use  us  in  the  way  a  few  controver- 
sial artists  were  used  to  attack  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts.  They  would  like 
to  end  all  federal  funding  for  public  broadcasting. 

I  feel  that  our  listeners  pay  taxes,  too,  jind  deserve  to  have  their  station  supported 
just  as  much  as  some  public  TV  station  that  runs  William  F.  Buckley,  Wall  Street  Week, 
and  Masterpiece  Theatre. 

We  are  hiring  some  people  to  hit  the  pavement  in  DC  and  give  our  case  to  the 
appropriate  Senators.  We  are  probably  going  to  have  lawyers  fees,  airfares,  and  many 
other  expenses  to  cover.  National  Pacifica  is  coordinating  a  direct  mail  appeal,  which 
may  have  reached  you  already,  to  raise  money  for  this.  Please  support  this  as  gener- 
ously as  you  are  able.  Your  support  in  our  various  fund  drives  over  the  years  (includ- 
ing the  one  we've  recently  finished)  show  that  this  station  is  in  fact  meeting  some  real 
needs.  Your  support  for  this  campaign  will  help  us  fight  back. 

Please  look  for  the  mailing,  and  listen  for  the  special  programming  on  the  issues 
and  updates  on  our  campign.  Besides  asking  your  financial  help  for  our  campaign,  we 
will  be  asking  you  to  make  your  opinion  of  KPFK  known  to  people  in  Congress.  As 
always,  when  it  comes  down  to  it,  your  support  is  the  key  in  keeping  us  going.
